Two Worlds 

Certain facts of twentieth cen- 
tury politics are undeniable.

The 
United States and Russia face 
each other as two ‘“‘worlds,’”’ each 
suspicious of the other, each fully 
aware that its future can be 
greatly affected if not determined 
by the other. Events of the past 
three years indicate beyond much 
doubt that Russia has followed a 
carefully prepared plan of pres- 
sure throughout Europe and 
against us as “guardian” of sev- 
eral nations there. So far the 
United Nations has not been able

FOR BETTER DRIVING 


High School pupils in Andover have an opportunity to 
learn how to drive a car, thanks to the co-operation of the Cen- 
tral P. T. A., the school authorities and the Shawsheen Motor 
Mart. The course is now in its fourth year, but it is the first 
time that a car has been available at all times. Because of the 
interest in the course, the classes are limited. Only those who 

B do not have driving licenses among the seniors and juniors are 
aligible. 

It almost goes without saying that this town is already 
combatting an evil which, insurance companies say, is a men- 
ace — the carelessness of young drivers. Indeed, because there 
have been so many accidents in which young drivers have been 
involved it has been suggested that the assessing of compulsory 
insurance costs be according to the age of the motorist. It has 
been specifically stated that drivers under 25 years of age 
should pay substantially higher rates than those over that age. 

Of course there may be several ways of making better 
drivers of the young, but certainly one of the best is to give 
them plenty of instruction. 

The plan is not unique here, of course. The number of 
American high schools offering driver education courses almost 
doubled during the past school year, and the number of stu- 
dents enrolled almost trebled. 

Better drivers mean fewer accidents, and fewer accidents

The United States is the world 
power able to help others with- 
out depriving them of their 
rights and independence, anxious 
to set them on their feet.

The State Prison at *Charles- 


town is an archaic institution 
which it is fondly hoped will be 
replaced by a modern State prison 
in the next few years. As a mat- 
ter of fact, plans have been pre- 
pared and bids will be let this fall. 
Originally established in 1805, it 
operated until 1878 when, be- 
cause of overcrowding, it was 
abandoned and the inmates were 
transferred to the new State 
Prison at Concord. In 1878, when 
the new State Prison became the 
Reformatory, the old structure 
was somewhat renovated and was 
then reopened. At the present 
moment, for example, there is no 
plumbing system in the majority 
of cells—the bucket system in still 
in use. There are no dining 
facilities, and the inmates after 
getting their food from the cafe- 
teria, eat in their cells. 


To this institution are corm- 
mitted men who are given what 
are known as minimum-maximum 
sentences, |. e., 3 to 5 years; 10 
to 25 years, etc. Here also is the 
electric chair. The present prison 
population is 600. 

Here at State Prison the auto 
registration plates of the Common- 
wealth are made. Also there are 
shops for the making of gloves 
and underwear, for metal work, 
for foundry work, and printins 
Visitors are allowed each inmate 
one hour twice a month, 

The State Prison Colony 4 
Norfolk, on the other hand, is an 
institution of which Massachu 
setts can well be proud. When 
one gets through the security belt 
of electrically operated doors— 
and efficient-looking guards—one 
feels as if he were on a college 
campus. There are six dormi- 
tories, each with a capacity of 150, 
divided into three units, all in a 
grassy quadrangle. In each unit 
there is a room in the basement 
for wood-working and other hob- 
bies. The first floor has a cafe- 
teria, dining room, a commor 
room for games and radio, and 
housing arrangements for officers 
The inmates live on the second 
and third floors in individual 
cubicles, or rooms. 

Under the able direction of 
Maurice N. Winslow, there are 

180 employees. There is a pres- 
ent prison population of 900, in- 
cluding what is known as the 
youthful offender group. This 
latter group is made up of those 
boys who have been transferred 
from Shirley School and Lyman 
School to Concord and who in 
turn have been transferred to the 
State Prison Colony and occupy a 
separate dormitory. 

Here at the Prison Colony in an 
up-to-date and modern industrial

Railroad Fares Cut 
For Sunday Travel 


Andover is one of the 20 Massa- 
chusetts communities in which 4 
50 per cent cut in railroad fares 
for Sunday travel will be establish- 
ed by the Boston and Maine raij- 
road beginning next Sunday. 

The new rates will be effective 
for Sunday travel in either direc- 
tion. Fares will be the regular 
one-way fare for the round trip 
The reduced fares will be available 
at ticket offices only and will not 
be sold by conductors on the trains 
Palmer said. Children’s tickets for 
those under 12 and over 5 years 
of age will be sold at half price of 
the cut-rate tickets. 

The communities in which the 
experiment will be tried are Haver- 
hill, Lawrence, Andover, Newbury- 
port, Lowell, Greenfield, Orange, 
Athol, Gardner, Fitchburg and 
Ayer in Massachusetts; Dover, Bx- 
eter, Portsmouth, Concord, Man- 
chester and Nashua in New Hamp- 
shire, and Portland and Biddeford 
in Maine. 

“The 50% reduction in fares for 
travel between Boston and the 19 
communities we have selected for 
the trial,’’ said C. F. Palmer, Pas- 
senger Traffic Manager,, “is in- 
tended to encourage more railroad 
travel on Sundays when patronage 
is much lighter than on week-days. 
The tickets will be good in coaches 
on all regularly-scheduled trains 
with, of course, the round-trip be- 
ing made the same day. 

“The reductions are intended to 
meet the competition of the pri- 
vate automobile and, of course, to 
provide more revenue for the rail- 
road. Because of the bookkeeping 
involved, the tickets will be sold 
at ticket offices only, but may be 
purchased in advance. They will 
not be sold by conductors on the 
trains.”’
